Miao for taking an 
unusual step when he raturned to China: Knowing 
that he would participate in political and possibly 
government woIk in China, MI. Miao went to the US 
embassy in Beijing to renounce his ,American 
citizenship. The procedure took only minutes. But 让 
was a Significant and Correct Step for MI， Miao to 
make. 

Neither Washington Dor Beijing recognizes dual- 
citizenship，But many in the Chinese American 
community， especially those ho have strong 
emotional， kinship or Political ties to China 
(Nationalist and，、Communisty)，have ignored the 
changing Political reality of the world. Although they 
have lived in places outside China all their lives and 
have become citizens of their country of residence， 
they still consider thesmelves Chinese citizens， Some 
have even accepted positions, appointed of elected, 了 
the Chinese government. 

As a result，many of these Chinese American 
leaders for years have tried to _ run the Chinese 
communities here like a colony of China. They would 
rather listen tothe dictates of Taipei and Beijipng than 
the voices of the common people in the community， 
They would ,gladly donate money to Projects 让 
China，but are ieluctant to assist local causes like 
helping to clean up Chinatown or sending childqren to 
summer camps， 

Itthis idea of dual-citizenship is allowed to persist 
among certain Chinese community leaders, 让 will be 
difficult forthe community to move ahead. 

When MT. Miao decided to settle in Ghina and 
participate in the political machinery of the Chinese' 
government，he did the right thing by first 
renouncing his US citizenship， We hope that more 
Chinese Americans will recognize the hindrance of 
dual-citizenship. If they echoose to become Ug citizens， 
they should involve themselves in community 1 
and American politics, not the Dolitics of China. 口

Retracts 
Confession 


HONG KONG 一 The official 
whose confession led to imprison- 
ment of China's former president 
Liu Shao-chi said upon release 
from jail where he feigned insan- 
ity that his testimony was false， 
according to the magazine Cheng 
Minig published here. 

Liu was purged at the outset of 
the Cultural Revolution in 1966. 
To discredit Liu as a “renegade 
and traitor of the working class; 
the Red Guards used a confession 
allegedly signed by Meng Yung- 
chien who_was chief of the For- 
eign Ministry's International Rela- 
tions Research Center, The confes- 
sion stated that Liu, when arrested 
during a cotton mill strike in 1929 
with Meng, had turned traitor by 
naming narmes， 

More than 35 years later, a coOpy 
of the confession surfaced and was 
used to lock up Liu,， who was most 
jikely to succeed Mao at that time. 

Meng too was sentenced to life 
imprisonment on_ charges related 
to the Liu case. Liu Shao-chi qied 
in prison. His wife, Wang Guang- 
mei，was recently elected a mem- 
ber of the consujltative conference 
of China.
